Already birth atatiatics are 
known for London and 126 
towns, and despite the move- 
ment of thousands of people 
from town to country the birth- 
rate shows no decline. 


In Country Areas 

In the country” areas, where the 
number of restdents has been vastly 
Increased by movement from the 
towns, a blg increase in oirths ts 
expected, making the gencral rate 
for the whole country sour, 

The six months which have seen 
this increase started badly. 

For four successive wecks in 
January tho number of deaths in 
England and Wales outnumbered the 
births. 

Then the increase in the number 
of babies began. Now more than 
6,500 are born in Britnin every week. 


New Record 

The new statistics are also ex- 
pected to show ao high record for 
marrioges, which means that o con- 
tinued rise in the number of births 
eon almost certainly be expected. 

Not Jong ago doctors, politicians, 
and soclologists were forecasting 4 
dangerous decline {n Britain's popula 
tion ifthe: falling birth-rate Was not 
checked. 

A Harley-street specialist said 
“The problem is by no means solved. 
The increase {n marringes and births 
is a wartime state of affairs. It is 
a hopeful sign, but no more. 

“The dectine in the number of girl 
babies is the root of this tremendous 


problem,

“In 1920, the first year of. real

ever recorded—067,974.

GROWING SHORT 


Recent weeks: have been 
marked by a-fairly rapid in- 
erense in the Intensity of 
enemy air work against 
Britain and corresponding in- 
tensity in our own defensive.

GOVERNMENT, who usually pre- 
fer to carry out thelr work un- 
obtrusively, on occasions also pander 
to the spectncutar, They did so on 
Saturday when they announced a 
new gift to the fmperiat war chest; a 
gift of £200,000 a year for the dura- 
tion of the war. The moncy is to 
come from the profits of the Ex- 
change Fund, ond doubtless the 
public are as delighted, as they are 
amazed, ‘to learn that the fund has 
proved such a gold mine. 


No one will quibble with the 
decision of the Government and the 
Exchange Fund Advisory Committee 
to make such a handsome donation, 
erpeclally as there is an assurance 
that the stability of the fund will in 
no way be lessened. Nevertheless, 


one wished that Government had felt. |- 


an inclination to lake the public into 
their confidence, It fs, after all, 
public moncy whlch the Government 
are so generously donating to the war 
chest, and the donation has been made 
without even constiting the com- 
munity. We have a right to feel that 
we have been cheated out of the 
satisfaction of being Identified with a 
mognificent gesture, an identification 
which, as chief subscribers to this ex- 
change fund, we are entitled to enjoy. 


The fund has always been shroud~ 
ed Jn mystery, and only now can the,

Four Months 
Captives Of 
Nazi Raider 


Rescued By Submarine 
Alter Hope Abandoned 


-HAXBY CREW SAFE 


LONDON, Oct. 6 (Reuter).—The 
tricks of a German Atlantic com- 
merce raider to disguise its nppear- 
ance by using a telescopic funnel and 
frequently changing its flags and 
name, were told by the crew of o 
sunken British steamer, Haxby, who} 
{anded ot a Scottish port on Sature 
day. 

The Haxby was sunk on April 24 
and the Captain and 23 men were 
transferred by the raider to a cap- 
tured Norwegian vesscl. 

They. were dramatically rescucd by| 
the British submarine Truant, which 
surfaced off Cape Finistere and or- 
dered the ship to stop. 

The submarine took the crew to 
Gibraltar, * 

A member of the crew of the 
Haxby sold the Haxby refused to 
obey the order to heave to and the 
rnider, started shelling. 

The firat shell killed the gunncr| 
and successive hits smashed the deck: 
houso and Iife-boats, They clung 
to the wrecknge and the Germans put 
out boats and took them aboard, 

“The raider was a dirty-looking 
ship.

THE WAR CHEST 


GOVERNMENT, who usually pre- 
fer to carry out their work un- 
obtrusively, on occasions also pander 
to the spectacular, They did so on 
Saturday when they announced a 
new gift to the imperlal war chest; a 
mft of £200,000 a year for the dura- 
tion of the war. The money Js to 
come from the profits of the Ex- 
change Fund, and doubtless the 
public are as delighted, as they are 
amazed, to learn that the fund has 
proved such a gold mine. 


No one will quibble with the 
decision of the Government and the 
Exchange Fund Advisory Committee 
to make such a handsome donation, 
especially as there is an assurance 
that the stabillty of the fund will in 
no way be lessened. Nevertheless, 
one wished that Government had felt 
an inclination to take the public Into 
their confidence.: It is, after ail, 
public money which the Government 
are so gencrously donating to the war 
chest, and the donation has been made 
without even consulting the com- 
munity. We have a right to feel that 
we have been cheated out of the 
satisfaction of being identified with o 
magnificent gesture, an identification 
which, as chief subscribers to this ex- 
thange fund, we are entitled to enjoy, 


The fund has always deen shroud- 
ed in mystery, and only now cun the 
public begin to appreciate how skil- 
fully and successfully has It been ad- 
ministered. During the comparative- 
iy short time it has been in operation, 
the fund has not only been’ able to 
secure a cover of more than 114 per 
cent, but is in a position to deny it- 
self £200,000 (nbout $3,200,000 at the 
current rate of exchange) and still 
have its cover unaffected. It is: a 
position which only gocs further to 
demonstrate that Hongkong {s the 
tichest and most solvent colony in the 
British Emptre. For this fact we 
have good reason to feel proud, 


Whether the Colony itself reaps all 
the benefits it should from such a 
situation. is more than doubtful; 
nevertheless it is uniikely that any ons 
will cavil at Government's decision 
to utilise its exchange fund profits 
in the manner proposed.’

HAXBY CREW SAFE 


LONDON, Oct. 6 (Reuter),~-The 
tricks of a Germon Atlantic com- 
merce tatder to disguise ita appear- 
ance by using a telescopic funnel and 
frequently changing its flags and 
name, were told by the crew of o 
suiken British steamer, Haxby, who 
Janded ot ao Scottish fort on Sature 
day.

They clung 
to the wreckage and the Germans put 
out bonts ond took them aboard. 

"Tho raider was a dirty-looking 
ship.

Birth-Rate Is Expected To Rise 


6,500 War Babies In 
Britain Every Week 


. Marriages, Too 


A BIG leap in Britain’s 


birth-rate is expected to be 


announced shortly. Sociologists are waiting eagerly for 
the figures showing births, marriages, and deaths in 
Britain during this year’s first six months—six months 


of war. 

Already birth statistics are 
known for London and 126 
towns, and despite the move- 
ment of thousands of people 
from town to country the birth- 
rate shows no decline. 


In Country Areas 

In the count oreas, where the 
number of residents has been vastly 
tnereased- by movement from the 
towns, a big increase in dirths is 
expected, making the general rate 
for the whole country soar. ‘ 

The six months which have secn 
this increase started badly. 

For four successive weeks in 
January the:number of deaths in 
England ‘and Wales ‘otitntzmbered ‘the

Then the increase In the number 
of babies began. Now more than 
6,500 are born in Britain every week. 


: New Record 

The new statistics are also  ¢x~ 
pected to show a “high record for 
marriages, which mcans that a con- 
tinued rise In the number of births 
can almost certainly be. expected. 

Not long ago doctors, politictans, 
aod sociologists were forecasting a 
dangerous decline in Britain’s popula~ 
tlon if the falling birth-rate was not 
checked.
